commission had aproved two more 
paragraphs of the preamble of the 
Italian draft treaty. 


Soviet Foielgn Minister V. 
M. 


Molotov responded: 
"Australia has not had her fields, 


cities and industries devastated." 
Reds Said "Lenient" 


He described Russia as "lenient" 


In asking for $300,000,000 from Ro- 
mania when "billions of dollars of 
damage has been done." Molotov 
pointed out that 
Russia had in- 


creasd the time allotted for pay- 
ment from six to eight years. 
Russia has asked 
reparations 


from Romania, Finland, Hungary 
and Italy. The United States, Great 
Britain and France did not include 
reparaions demands of any set fig- 
ure in the draft treaties that the 
foreign secretaries conference pre- 
pared for the peace parley. 


The Italian commlslon to date

DRITISH SWOOP DOWN

HAIFA, Aug. 26—{#>>—More than 


5,000 British soldiers today swoop- 
ed on the little Jewish village of 
Sedot Yam, near the old Roman 
seaport site of Caesarea, and began 
an Inch by Inch search for muni- 
tions, sabatcura and Illegal Immi- 
grants . 


Machine gun emplacements dot- 


ted the rocky hillsides overlooking 
the village as troops made a pre- 
dawn move in an effort, the mili- 
tary anouncement said, to appre- 
hend the persons who blasted tho 
British skip, Empire Rival, In Hal- 
fa harbor a week ago. 


Brigadier R. H. Anderson, com- 


manding the second brigade of the 
First Infantry Division, told news- 
men that "there was no doubt" the 
village was a pivotal point in the 
sucessful landing of 180 illegal im- 
migrants last week. He indicated 
that further perpetrators of

COLLEGE HOUSING 


Unless some 
miracle of 


construction occurs between 
now and the opening of col- 
lege terms in September, a 
good many veterans will not 
be 
attending 
classes 
for 


lack of a roof. So far only 
11,000 of the 103,000 tem- 
porary housing units author- 
ized for student veterans by 
the government have been 
completed. Another 18,000 
may be finished this month, 
and the same 
number in 


September, but the most op- 
timistic total is far from the 
number of homes needed. 


This type of housing, ac- 


cording to the Federal Pub- 
lic Housing authority, con- 
sists of war housing projects 
or barracks which are mov- 
ed to college campuses. The 
college is to take care of the 
preliminary work of having 
plumbing, 
electricity 
and 


telephone lines installed. In 
many cases the college, has 
been slow in achieving those 
preparations, because of the 
usual material and labor 
shortages. 


Besides these units provid- 


ed by the government are all 
sorts of homes for veterans 
devised by desperate college 
officials who have combed 
the countryside. But the sit- 
uation is so strained, ex-GI's 
bound for study had bettei 
make doubly sure of a place 
to live before they uproot 
their families and start for 
the campus.

One reason for the current hous- 


ing shortage is that the army In- 
creased the standard of living of 
Its members so muchh that they 
are unwilling to return to their 
old ways of life. Mayor John C. 
Calhoun said Friday. 


"Many veterans are unwilling to 
return to the shacks where they 
lived before they went Into the 
army," he said. "There are plenty 
of these houses outside of town 
but the veterans want a better 
place to live. 
They have come 
to town and are seeking a place 
better than what they had be- 
fore." 
He said thai many additional 


family units have also been created 
by the marrlape of veterans while 
few new houses were built during 
the war. 
"It isn't that there are so many 
more people," he said, "but married 
couples don't want to live with 
their parents.
